Equality. Expert 
predicts a ‘wave’ of 
GSAs after legislation 
ensures them for all 
students in Alberta 


Alberta students will no longer 
have to fight for a gay-straight 
alliance after MLAs passed 
third reading on an amended 
version of Bill 10 on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Premier Jim Prentice called 
Tuesday a good day for both 
democracy and the province 
after the bill was approved fol¬ 
lowing three months of con¬ 
sultation with students, par¬ 
ents and stakeholders. 

“I think we’ve struck the 
right balance, but fundamen¬ 
tally it’s about protecting 
young people,” said Prentice, 
who said he was influenced 
by media coverage of how 
students reacted to the first 
draft of Bill 10, which allowed 
school boards to block GSAs. 

Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks tabled the revamped bill 
on the first day of spring ses¬ 
sion at the Alberta Legislature, 


calling the clubs a matter of 
extreme importance to Alberta 
students. 

The highly contentious ori¬ 
ginal Bill 10 was “wisely” put 
on pause at the end of the fall 
session, he noted, to hear more 
from Albertans on the issue. 

Liberal MLA Laurie Blake- 
man called Dirks’ announce¬ 


ment “a victoiy for safety and 
inclusivity and proof of the 
value of an effective oppos¬ 
ition.” 

After putting forward Bill 
202, which essentially kicked 
off the GSAs-in-school de¬ 
bate, Blalceman said the new 
amendments would ensure a 
safe space in schools for vul¬ 


nerable students. 

Dr. Kris Wells, co-director of 
the Institute for Sexual Minor¬ 
ity Studies and Services at the 
University of Alberta, said he 
expects to see a “wave” of new 
alliances in Alberta’s schools 
and, moving forward, govern¬ 
ment needs to ensure educa¬ 
tors follow the letter of the law. 


“We need these GSAs not 
just to be allowed in schools, 
but to be fully supported in 
school communities,” he 
said. “That’s really the next 
step — we still have work to 
do. Today’s an important day, 
today is a historic day for hu¬ 
man rights in the province of 
Alberta.” 


Student reaction 


Now'there 
is no one 
to say no’ 

After hearing GSAs could 
soon be available to all 
students, Zander Hartman 
breathed a sigh of relief. 

The 18-year-old Grade 
12 student heads up his 
high school’s GSA and has 
advocated for students since 
Bill 10 was first tabled. 

“GSAs save lives and I’m 
glad (the minister) was able 
to see and come to terms 
that Bill 10 just wasn’t 
working. It didn’t do what it 
needed to do,” he said. 

“One of my friends 
doesn’t have a GSA at his 
school and he’s really upset 
about that fact, because 
without it, there is just so 
much less representation 
and more homophobia. 
Now, if he says he wants a 
GSA, there is no one to say 
no.” 

Hartman has just one 
piece of advice for govern¬ 
ment — keep moving 
forward, leah holoiday/metro

‘21 units in six years 
is not a success’ 

As more residential towers 
are reaching for Edmon¬ 
ton’s skies, city councillors 
mused Tuesday about ways 
to make sure they’re not 
out of reach for eveiyone. 

As part of the Corner¬ 
stones Affordable housing 
program the city can pur¬ 
chase up to five per cent of 
units for affordable housing 
in condominium buildings 
at 85 per cent of market 
rates, when the developer 
is looking for extra height 
than what’s allowed. 

The city then takes those 
units and rents them at 
affordable rates, but since 
2008 they have only man¬ 
aged to acquire 21 units. 

“To me 21 units in six 
years is not a success,” said 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi. 

City staff told council¬ 
lors there are a number of 
challenges with the current 
program including cost and 
a lot of buildings are priced 
at a range that simply 
wouldn’t make sense for 
low-cost units. 

“Sometimes the units 
didn’t lend themselves to 
affordable housing,” said 
Walter Trocenlco, the city’s 
manager of housing and 
economic sustainability. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
with more high rises going 
up it might make sense to 
ask for more. “We can start 
to say that if you want to 
develop here we have some 
demands on you,” he said. 

Rick Preston of the 
Urban Development Insiti- 
tute said affordable housing 
isn’t what private industry 
does best and council 
should be careful about 
policies mandating it. 

“As an industry we’re 
not good at it and we don’t 
have the wherewithal to 
make it happen,” he said.

According to Loma Stewart 
with Edmonton Transit, the city 
is expecting a three per cent 
bump in ridership as well once 
the smart fare project is on city 
buses and allows people to pay 
for transit with credit or debit 
cards.

said Strong. “As a visitor to Ed¬

are exciting to you in your 
stay.” 


The city hopes to release an 
app before the end of the year, 
with the design and testing of 
the app still in the works.

a preventative measure,” said 
group member Shadae Berkley. 

As a former ECS student, 
Berkley said Catholic schools 
far too often stick only to the 
curriculum of abstinence. 

“I’m not sure if that’s directly 
pertaining to the fact that they 
don’t want to bring up the idea 
that youth have sex,” she said. 
“Although it does happen, and 
it will happen and they can’t 
prevent it from happening.” 

Along with an online cam¬ 
paign, which features a virtual 
petition and Buzzfeed article, 
the group has drafted a let¬ 
ter to ECS board chairwoman 


Debbie Engel. 

Berkley said the group is 
hoping to rally support from 
outside Alberta’s borders. 

“Hopefully, if we have 
enough backing (the district) 
will see that consent education 
is not something that is taken 
lightly — it’s something that is 
taken seriously,” she said. 

A spokesperson from ECS 
said as of Tuesday morning, the 
district hadn’t received the let¬ 
ter and couldn’t comment. 

Last month, the city’s public 
school district penned a letter 
to the Ministiy of Education, 
advocating for consent to be 
included in the new human 
sexuality curriculum.

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City wants Edmontonians to

If a pothole opens up on a lo¬ 
cal road and no one reports it, 
can it still destroy your tire? 

Despite the obvious an¬ 
swer to that philosophical 
question, Edmontonians 
rarely report potholes on city 
roads, which slows down how 
quickly city crews can fill 
them. 

According to the city’s 
numbers, 450,000 potholes 
were filled in 2014, but city 
data shows that only 13,275 of 
them were reported through 
311. 

Director of roadway main¬ 
tenance Bob Dunford said the 
city patrols main roads look¬ 
ing for potholes and find most 
of the ones that need filling. 

“I would say that if you 
look at it, about 90 to 95 per 
cent of the potholes we find 
ourselves,” he said. 

He said the city’s sweeps 
don’t extend to local roads, 
because they don’t have the 
resources to sweep through 
every neighbourhood. 

“The local roads are where 
we need help, because there’s 
no way we are going to travel 
all the local roads as much 


and identify all the potholes,” 
he said. 

A pothole that opened 
weeks ago on 84th Avenue 
between 104 Street and 105 
Street grew to more 60 centi¬ 
metres in width and while 
dozens of drivers, including 
this reporter, passed it eveiy 
day, it was not reported to 
311. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he hopes residents haven’t 


given up, because a reported 
pothole will actually get re¬ 
paired. 

“I hope they bother, be¬ 
cause I think our guys have 
been good at getting out there 
within a few days,” he said. 

While McKeen said he 
wouldn’t say that Edmonton¬ 
ians don’t complain enough 
about potholes he does be¬ 
lieve they should be encour¬ 
aged to come forward. 


“If you don’t know where 
else to turn, phone your coun¬ 
cillor,” he said. 

Dunford said so far in 
Januaiy and Februaiy the city 
filled 27,300 potholes and re¬ 
ceived 1,982 reports. 

He said he doesn’t know 
yet what that will mean for 
the overall pothole season. 

“It’s hard to say if it’s going 
to be bad or just earlier than 
normal,” he said. 


In 2015 so far 


Dunford said the 27,300 
potholes filled in the first 
two months of this year 
is double what was filled 
in the same time frame in 
2014 , but nowhere near 
the 57,000 done in the first 
two months of 2013 . 


Three men in their 20s were 
taken into custody after po¬ 
lice caught them base-jump¬ 
ing off a construction crane 
in downtown Edmonton.

“Individuals who engage 
in this type of behavior are 
making a selfish decision 
that negatively impacts 
the rest of the city,” said 
Supt. Kevin Galvin with EPS 
Downtown Division in a 
release. 

“These people have little 
regard for the number of 
police resources that are 
dispatched to this type of 
call — a situation where 
it was believed someone 
was in distress. These types 
of incidents pull police 
resources that are already 
overstretched away from 
those who do require assist¬ 
ance.” 

As of press time Tuesday, 
police said charges were still 
pending against the three 
men.

Repatriation 
ceremony for 
slain soldier 


Trenton, Ont. Sgt. 
Andrew Joseph Doiron 
was shot and killed 
in what has been 
described as a friendly- 
fire incident in Iraq 


Scores of Canadians peered 
through the fence of an air 
force base as the body of a 
Canadian soldier killed in 
Iraq returned home Tuesday 
in a once-common ceremony 
that has grown rare since the 
end of the countiy’s mission 
in Afghanistan. 

Many saluted in silence on 
a raw grey day as the casket 
carrying Sgt. Andrew Doiron 
began the journey to Toronto 
following a brief repatriation 
ceremony at Canadian Forces 
Base Trenton in eastern On¬ 
tario. At the family’s request, 
citizens who showed up to 
pay their respects and media 
were kept outside the base. 

Among dignitaries on the 
tarmac were Gov. Gen. David 
Johnston and Defence Minis¬ 
ter Jason Kenney. 


Outside the fence, a “Sup¬ 
port our Troops” flag flut¬ 
tered in the breeze as people 
watched quietly. 

After the ceremony, the 
motorcade carrying Doiron’s 
casket headed west to To¬ 
ronto for an autopsy along 
a stretch of highway dubbed 
“Highway of Heroes” that fre¬ 
quently saw such motorcades 
during Canada’s combat in 
Afghanistan. 

Doiron, 31, described as 
an enthusiastic and patriotic 
soldier, was shot and killed 
in what has been described 
as a friendly fire incident 
in the darkness of night as 
his special forces unit was 
returning to an observation 
post in Iraq. 

Officials with the Kurd¬ 
ish peshmerga said their 
forces opened fire on the un¬ 
suspecting Canadians after 
they showed up at the front 
line unannounced — a claim 
denied by Canadian officials. 

The Canadian soldiers are 
part of a 69-strong contingent 
helping advise and train forces 
fighting against the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant

Politics. Tories prejudiced 
against Muslims: Trudeau 


Justin Trudeau is accusing the 
Harper government of delib¬ 
erately stoking fear and preju¬ 
dice against Muslim Canadians 
— employing the same kind of 
rhetoric that led in the past to 
some of Canada’s most shame¬ 
ful displays of racism. 

The Liberal leader drew a 
parallel Monday between the 
current government’s rhet¬ 
oric about Muslims and other 
“dark episodes” in Canada’s 
histoiy: the internment of 
Ukrainian, Japanese and Ital¬ 
ian Canadians during the two 
world wars, the turning away 
of boatloads of Jewish and 
Punjabi refugees and the im¬ 
position of residential schools 
for aboriginal children. 

Since two Canadian sol¬ 
diers were murdered by men 
with radical Islamist sympa¬ 
thies last October, Trudeau 
said the government has been 
blurring the line between 
the genuine threat terrorism 
posed to national security and 
“simple prejudice.” 

“I believe they have done 
it deliberately and I believe 
what they have done is deeply 
wrong,” Trudeau said in the 
text of a speech delivered in 
Toronto to the McGill Institute 
for the Study of Canada. 

“It is nothing less than an 



attempt to play on people’s 
fears and foster prejudice, 
directly toward the Muslim 
faith. This is not the spirit of 
Canadian liberty, my friends.” 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper is doubling 
down on his aversion to face¬ 
covering veils worn by some 
Muslim women, calling them 
the product of a culture that 
is “anti-women.” Harper also 
says wearing a niqab is un¬ 
acceptable and contraiy to 
Canadian values. 

Harper last month vowed 
to appeal a court ruling that 
struck down a ban on women 
wearing a niqab while taking 
the oath of Canadian citizen¬ 
ship.

Olympic champion swim¬ 
mer Camille Muffat, Olympic 
boxer and bronze medallist 
Alexis Vastine, and pioneering 
sailor Florence Arthaud died 
in Monday’s crash. They had 
been among the contestants in 
the reality TV show Dropped. 

The helicopters appar¬ 
ently collided in the air near 
Villa Castelli, about 1,170 
kilometres northwest of Bue¬ 
nos Aires, La Rioja regional 


Secretaiy of Security Cesar 
Angulo told TN television. All 
10 people on board — eight 
French nationals and two 
Argentine pilots—were killed. 

Photographs and mobile- 
phone footage showed the 
burning wreckage of the heli¬ 
copters in a scrubland near the 
Andes mountain range that 
separates Argentina and Chile. 

French Prime Minister Man¬ 
uel Vails said France’s foreign 
ministry is in contact with au¬ 
thorities in Argentina to deter¬ 
mine what caused the crash. 
President Francois Hollande 
expressed the “immense sad¬ 
ness” about those who died. 

The Paris prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice opened an investigation 
for possible involuntaiy man¬ 
slaughter, which is to be con¬ 
ducted by a research unit of 
the French air transport police, 
a French police official said. 

The crew had arrived Sun¬ 
day in Villa Castelli, where it 
had previously filmed a ver¬ 
sion of Dropped for Switzer¬ 
land and Denmark, said Mayor 
Andres Navarrete. The remain¬ 


ing victims were identified as 
Laurent Sbasnilc, Lucie Mei- 
Dalby, Volodia Guinard, Brice 
Guilbert and Edouard Gilles, as 
well as pilots Juan Carlos Cas¬ 
tillo and Roberto Abate. 

French Secretaiy of State 
for Sport Thierry Braillard said 
on the BFM TV channel that 
“French sport has lost three 
stars this morning.” 

Other Dropped contest¬ 
ants on hand included former 
France and Arsenal striker 
Sylvain Wiltord, ice-skating 
champion Philippe Candeloro, 
former Olympic swimming 
champion Alain Bernard and 
veteran cyclist Jeannie Longo. 
None of them was involved in 
the accident. 

William Forgues, Muffat’s 
companion, told i-Tele cable 
news channel that she was in¬ 
structed not to reveal details 
about the show’s filming, but 
“told eveiybody that it was 
great. She was not forced (to 
do things). She was where she 
wanted to be.” 

“C’est la vie,” he added.

India’s Daughter 


Documentary 
makes U.S. debut 

A documentaiy banned 
from airing in India had its 
U.S. premiere on Monday, 
which included actresses 
Meryl Streep and Freida 
Pinto. 

The screening of India’s 
Daughter at Baruch College 
began with a vigil as Streep 
lit about a dozen candles 
honouring the student who 
died after being gang-raped 
on a bus in 2012. 

The documentaiy, by 
British filmmaker Leslee 
Udwin, herself a rape 
victim, was to have aired 
on an Indian TV station on 
International Women’s Day 
but was halted by a court 
order. 

“This is not just an India 
problem, this is a problem 
that inflicts almost eveiy 
country in the world,” Pinto

Hundreds of riot police charged 
at students protesting Myan¬ 
mar’s new education law Tues¬ 
day, pummelling them with 
batons and dragging them into 
trucks, bringing a quick, harsh 
end to a week-long standoff. 

“Many people were beaten 
and several arrested,” said 
Honey Oo, a student leader, by 
telephone. 

Information minister Ye 
Htut said 127 people were ar¬ 
rested, while 16 police and 
eight demonstrators were- 
injured. 

Demonstrators were joined 
by monks and other activ¬ 
ists, bringing their number 
to around 200 in the last nine 
days, when they were blocked 
by police and began a sit-in on a 
road near a monasteiy 140 kilo¬ 
metres north of Yangon. 

The two sides appeared 
close to an agreement early 
Tuesday, with police stating stu¬ 



dents could march to a nearby 
town and then be transported 
to Yangon by government-pro¬ 
vided trucks. Police abruptly 
turned on demonstrators, chas¬ 
ing them with batons, beating 
and kicking them as they were 
dragged into the waiting trucks. 

In recent days the govern¬ 
ment has crushed several pro¬ 
tests in and around Yangon, 
usually by dragging protesters 
into trucks, the associated press

Oil trains. Spate of recent 
derailments raises alarm 


Four trains hauling crude oil 
have derailed in Canada and 
the U.S. since mid-Februaiy, 
rupturing tank cars, spill¬ 
ing their contents, polluting 
waterways and igniting fires 
that burned for days. 

The derailments have deep¬ 
ened safety concerns that if 
an oil-train accident were to 
occur in a populated area, the 
results could be disastrous. 

Rail and hazardous ma¬ 
terials safety experts said the 
number of accidents is go¬ 
ing up because the oil boom 
in Canada and the U.S. has 
dramatically increased the 
amount of oil shipped by rail. 
Last year, railroads moved 


493,126 tank cars of crude oil, 
compared to 407,761 in 2013. 
That’s up from just 9,500 cars 
in 2008 before the hydraulic 
fracturing boom took off in 
the Baklcen region of North 
Dakota, Montana and Canada. 

Most of the accidents in the 
U.S., as well as the Lac-Megan- 
tic derailment, involved trains 
hauling Baklcen crude. 

Experts say many factors 
can cause accidents, from too 
great a speed, to operator fa¬ 
tigue, to cold weather. When 
it is veiy cold, steel rails and 
train car wheels can contract 
and become brittle. If the steel 
has a flaw, it can spread rapid¬ 
ly.

TV COUNTING DOWN TO ITS FINAL EPISODE 


With HBO ; s announcement that they are switching over to an internet-based service, it's only a matter of time before cable dies for good

You see Tim Cook, resplendent in a 
half-zip moclc-neclc pullover, next to 
a 30-foot projection of Mickey Mouse 
on a watch face and you say to your¬ 
self, “This is the most significant con¬ 
sumer-technology announcement of 
the week.” But you’re forgetting HBO. 
You’re forgetting the real news. 

The real news, in case you missed 
it: HBO is breaking up with cable. 

Richard Plepler, head of the pay- 
TV giant, showed up at Apple’s big 
unveiling on Monday to tout HBO 
NOW, a new internet-based service, 
first hinted at in October, that will 
launch in time for the Game of 
Thrones premiere in April and that 
will make available to viewers who 
don’t have a cable or satellite sub¬ 
scription a large and up-to-date trove 
of the network’s much-loved and 
much-coveted offerings. Deadwood, 
The Wire, The Sopranos—the whole 
gang (save Dream On, Larry Sanders 
and a bunch of other stuff) will be ac¬ 
cessible on Apple TV and all the other 
iThings. 

Need I even mention that this ser¬ 
vice is only planned for the U.S.? 
That’s right—it’s yet another boon 
for the American media consumer 
(add it to the reasonable mobile data 
rates and that seemingly bottomless 
Netflix selection) and yet another oc¬ 



casion for the Canadian media con¬ 
sumer to feel sorry for herself as the 
words “Content not available in your 
territory” flash in her mind’s eye. 

Except that to see the HBO-Apple 
deal simply as another treat that 
we’re not getting (right away) is a typ¬ 
ically Canadian overemphasis 
on the superficial down¬ 
side. 

Let’s suspend the pity 
party long enough to re¬ 
call what’s been going on 
up here the past couple 
of years: Millions of Can¬ 
adians enthusiastically 
sign up for Netflix; thou¬ 
sands cut the cable cord; 
the Conservatives use 
time in a throne 
speech to promise to 
unbundle cable 
packages; then, 
later, they vow in a 
tweet never to tax 
Netflix and You¬ 
Tube; Rogers 
and Bell launch 
Shomi and 
Crave, so- 
called over- 
the-top services 
that provide to 
their TV subscribers 
streams of shows and 
movies not available on 
Netflix; the CRTC issues a 
surprise fiat that under¬ 


Apple deal is just the latest manifest¬ 
ation of it. 

The pattern is intricately disjoint¬ 
ed when inspected up close, but, at a 
distance, its broad form is easy to dis¬ 
cern: TV as we know it in this coun¬ 
try is about to be a thing of the past. 
The capacity to stream video 
via the internet—no air¬ 
waves, insulated coax or satel¬ 
lite relay required—means 
the TV-signal distributors (i.e., 
the cable and satellite com¬ 
panies) no longer hold all the 
cards. The government knows 
it, the internet-based startups 
know it, the distributors defin¬ 
itely know it, and the networks 
know it, too. 

The media blogger 
Steve Faguy made the 
situation plain a few 
months ago in an 
interview on the 
Canadaland podcast: 
There’s nothing pre¬ 
venting every Can¬ 
adian channel from 
streaming online, 
and the only reason 
they’re not already 
doing it is that, for 
the moment, despite 
Netflix and cord-cut- 
ting, the traditional 
regulated broadcast 
system is still where 
the bulk of viewers 


mines the value of Bell’s 2017 Super 
Bowl broadcast rights by preventing 
the broadcaster from subbing out 
American ads during the game. 

There’s a pattern forming on both 
sides of the border, and the HBO- 


are found. 

But there’s no reason why that 
can’t change and quickly. 

It’s in this light that the HBO- 
Apple deal is instructive: That HBO, 
the consummate premium cable- 
and-satellite brand, is now taking the 
first step toward disintermediating 
its cable and satellite partners should 
be seen by Canadian observers not as 
a power move on the part of one-of-a- 
kind player, but as a sure sign of 
things to come. 

Big-ticket movie-and-prestige- 
drama channels constitute one of 
three main categories of TV product 
that wed people to their cable bills; 
news and live sports are the others. 

Now the biggest of the big-ticlcets 
is stepping out. What’s to stop the 
NHL or NFL from doing the same? 
Broadcast-rights contracts? Those 
don’t last forever. 

Ifyou’re a cable or satellite pro¬ 
vider, you can take solace in the fact 
that you’ll still be selling internet 
access when all the TV shows are 
streamed on the internet. 

Or at least you will be until Tim 
Cook reaches into his pullover draw¬ 
er and announces that Apple is go¬ 
ing to start giving the internet away 
for free.

Character matters - and it’s worth the expense

There are good reasons why 
governments see fit to intervene 
in granting birth certificates to 
parents who wish to give their 
children unusual names. 

They don’t want children to be 
named things that will cause offense 
to others (“God Hates Italians John¬ 
son”), or to be named things that will 
bring hurt or ridicule upon them 
(“Ugly Moron Smith”). 

These are reasonable examples of 
government interference in the 
naming of children. 

But the Northwest Territories’ 
Vital Statistics Department went too 
far when they told Shene Catholique- 
Valpy that she couldn’t register her 
newborn baby under her given name 


— SahaiVa, Chipewyan for “when 
the sun peeks through.” 

The reason they gave was that the 
name included a character that’s not 
part of the Roman alphabet, and 
therefore couldn’t be included on a 
birth certificate or on federal docu¬ 
ments like passports. 

If you don’t know how to pro¬ 
nounce that name, that’s fine. Like 
me, you’re not used to characters 
that indicate a glottal stop — a sound 
we don’t use in English. 

One might argue this is our prob¬ 
lem, as English speakers, and not the 
problem of the mother or her child. 

However, we can all agree that 
the child has a name, whether or 
not all of us can pronounce it. 

Being asked by the territorial 
government to register her birth 
under a different one, implying a 
different pronunciation and mean¬ 


ing, is an insult to Catholique-Valpy. 

In Canada, names matter more to 
many Indigenous people than non- 
Natives may think. 

For several decades now, there 
has been a growing demand for In¬ 
digenous people to reclaim the lan¬ 
guages, cultures, and traditions that 
Canada spent more than 100 years 
trying to destroy in what former 
prime minister Paul Martin called 
the “cultural genocide” of Residen¬ 
tial Schools. 

That recovery of history is with¬ 
out a doubt an inspiration to the 
growing chorus of voices demand¬ 
ing that SahaiVa Catholique-Valpy 
get a birth certificate with her ac¬ 
tual name on it. (Up to this point she 
doesn’t have one, nor a health card: 
her mother has been paying out of 
pocket for her medical treatment.) 

The only strength of the argu¬ 


ment in favour of denying her a 
birth certificate is that it would 
cause bureaucrats would to have to 
figure out a way to include in Can¬ 
adian identification documents lan¬ 
guages like Chipewyan that existed 
on this land for thousands of years 
before Europeans decided it was 
Canada. 

That will have a financial cost, 
and we can expect a protest from 
the usual aggrieved voices over the 
outrage of the government spend¬ 
ing money to include the characters 
required to name all Canadians in 
its documents. 

However, Canada isn’t doing 
enough right now to foster a healthy 
relationship between its govern¬ 
ment and its First Peoples. 

This is a problem both on grand 
and minor scales. When the Assem¬ 
bly of First Nations is consistently at 


odds with the feds over issues like 
education we see the tension in its 
more dramatic form. 

Yet when a Chipewyan woman 
can’t even get her child a birth cer¬ 
tificate and health card because 
bureaucrats are not willing to use 
characters outside the Roman alpha¬ 
bet the indignation we are hearing 
is no less fiery, and no less pressing 
to resolve with common sense and 
decency. 

It will cost money to reprogram 
some computers, but building better 
relationships with Canada’s first 
peoples—both in big and small ways 
—should seem worth the expense.

This time of year, most Can¬

But not eveiyone wants to 
stay in a crowded all-inclusive 
where they don’t see life be¬ 
yond the walls of the resort. 
These days, there’s a trend to¬ 
ward smaller, boutique resorts 
offering a more personalized 
experience, and more of a focus 
on sustainable tourism and ex¬ 
periencing local culture.

Two nations, one island 


Not everyone who visits the 
Dominican Republic realizes 
it shares the island with Haiti. 
But while the DR is considered 
a tropical paradise, Haiti 
remains one of the poorest 
countries in the world. This 
goes back to colonial times, 
when the Spanish handed 
over the western third of the 
island to the French in 1697. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
African slaves were brought 
there to help produce sugar, 
coffee, cacao and cotton. But 
the slaves rebelled and gained 
independence in 1804, renam¬ 
ing the former colony Haiti. 
However, independence was 
followed by rebellions, coups 
and dictatorships. Massive 
deforestation and a coastline 
prone to hurricanes have 
added to the country’s socio¬ 
economic problems. 


the United Nations, turning 
more than 25 per cent of the 
country into natural parks, re¬ 
serves and marine sanctuaries. 

Isla Saona — a postcard- 
perfect tropical island — is 
part of a protected national 
park system that makes up a 
good chunk of the Caribbean 
coastline. 

Tourists can visit the island 
with tour operators such as 
Nexus Tours for a day of snor¬ 
kelling, swimming and sun¬ 
bathing on miles of inhabited 
beaches. 

Closer to Punta Cana, tour¬ 
ists can head to Samana Bay 
— one of the first whale sanc¬ 
tuaries in the world — to spot 
humpback whales, or the In¬ 
digenous Eyes Ecological Pre¬ 
serve for a dip in a freshwater 
lagoon believed to hold medi¬ 
cinal properties.

temperatures and is home to 
more than 90 golf courses in 
eveiy imaginable setting— 
from oceanfront to desert to 
mountains. 

Once an uninspiring Navy 
town, today’s San Diego fea¬ 
tures a glittering skyline, world- 
class shopping and dining, and 
is recognized as an ideal family 
destination, with attractions 
such as SeaWorld, LEGOLAND 
and the USS Midway Museum.

Do you feel held back at work? 

It’s easy to blame compe¬ 
tition or management when 
you hit a brick wall in your ca¬ 
reer. It can be awfully frustrat¬ 
ing, especially when your day- 
to-day hfe seems to become 
more and more repetitious. 

But it’s important to re¬ 
member that there is always 
something you can be doing 
to change your situation — 
and the first step is recogniz¬ 
ing what you might be doing 
(or not doing) that’s stopping 
your career advancement. 

Not speaking up 

One of the things that may 
be holding you back from 
moving up the ladder in your 
workplace is keeping quiet. 

Speaking up when you 
have an idea or something to 
contribute shows your em¬ 
ployer that you not only care 
about your job, but also the 
company you work for. Shar¬ 
ing your input is also a great

your foot down when it’s ab¬ 
solutely necessaiy, but a true 
leader is able to come up with 
solutions with their team, and 
make eveiyone feel included.

Not taking initiative 

There is almost nothing more 
irritating to an employer than 
having to babysit one of their 
workers. They want to see 
what you are capable of — 
but if they’re constantly on 
your back about what you are 
working on, they are not like¬ 
ly going to give you additional 
opportunities. 

Taking initiative and get¬ 
ting stuff done before it is 
asked of you is a quality that 
employers look for in their 
employees. Be the type of em¬ 
ployee that your boss doesn’t 
have to worry about because 
you are always one step ahead. 

This means knowing what 
tasks you have for the day. Get 
your work done on time (or 
ahead of time, if possible). If 
you have questions, reach out 
to someone — don’t wait for 
someone to come up to you. 
If you’re done your work, ask 
if there’s anything you can as¬ 
sist with. 

Lacking positivity 

Having a positive attitude is 
key in any workplace — after 
all, nobody likes a negative 
Nancy. 

No matter how efficient 


you are at your work or how 
intelligent you are, you’ll have 
a difficult time advancing if 
you don’t demonstrate that 
you enjoy the work. Employ¬ 
ers will be hesitant to promote 
someone who doesn’t seem 
passionate, especially since 
individuals in management 
positions are often expected 
to represent the company in a 
positive fashion to both their 
team and clients. 

You might be exuding 
negativity at work, and not 
even know it. You might love 
your work, but forget to show 
enthusiasm. Managers usu¬ 
ally base their judgments on 
observations. If they get the 
impression you don’t enjoy 
your work (even if you do!), 
then the outcome will still be 
the same. 

Luckily, this is fairly easy to 
remedy. Smile and greet your 
colleagues on a daily basis.

Show commitment: you 
may need to come in early or 
stay late to get a project done 
on time, or hook your email 
up to your cell phone to stay 
on top of eveiything. 

Perhaps you’re doing this 
already, and management 
hasn’t noticed. Consider send¬ 
ing your manager a casual 
update through email, letting 
them know what you’ve been 
working on and how it’s go¬ 
ing. Briefly mention the pro¬ 
cesses you’ve implemented, 
or the different steps you’ve 
taken to make sure eveiy¬ 
thing is taken care of. This is 
a subtle way of making sure 
you’re on their radar!

Most students are encouraged 
to look for jobs during their 
final year of college or uni¬ 
versity. If you haven’t been 
lucky enough to land a job 
right away, job hunting can 
become an anxiety-inducing, 
exhausting experience. 

Staying organized is the 
best way to keep your head 
on your shoulders. You don’t 
want to forget to follow up 
with a recruiter, or forget to 
send out an application. And 
since most students and grads 
almost always have a device 
at their fingertips, apps and 
programs are a great way to 
stay on top of your job hunt. 
Here are a few strategies. 

Spreadsheet programs 

Spreadsheet programs like 


Microsoft Office Excel, Apple 
Numbers, and Google Drive 
Sheets are an easy way to stay 
organized. For eveiy poten¬ 
tial job, make columns for 
the following: 

• Date you saw the ad 

• Company name 

• Job title 

•Duties (alternatively, ad URL) 

• Application closing date 

• Required materials 

• Date application submitted 

• Status of application 

Of course, these are sug¬ 
gestions; feel free to custom¬ 
ize to your needs. Consider 
having different spreadsheets 
for different kinds of jobs. For 
example, if you’re looking 
into administrative and social 
media jobs, it can be more 
convenient to divide the jobs 
by this category. 

To-do list programs 

If you are not a fan of spread¬ 
sheets, consider to-do lists. 
There are a wealth of choices 
out there, and many of them 
are cross-platform and avail¬ 
able as mobile apps. Some 
examples are Trello, Wunder- 
list, and Any.Do. 

The great thing about 
these programs is the ability 


to create different lists: you 
can have a checklist for each 
job you’re applying to. In¬ 
clude the job title, company 
name, and the application 
deadline. 

For each job: 

• Research the position 

• Revise resume 

• Write cover letter 

• Send resume and cover let¬ 


ter 

• Prepare for interview 

• Attend interview on (date) 
at (location) 

• Send post-interview thank- 
you note 

Some of these are larger 
tasks than others, so if neces¬ 
sary, split them up as separ¬ 
ate points in the to-do list. 

For example, preparing 


for an interview is a com¬ 
plex task. This may involve 
choosing an outfit, research¬ 
ing the company and your 
interviewer(s), and making 
sure you know your way to 
the interview location. 

The advantage of to-do 
lists is that you have a clear 
list of tasks and each time 
you check something off, you 


get a sense of satisfaction. 

Web dipping and read-later 
programs 

Bookmarking a web page is 
not the same as saving it. This 
can be done with a web-clip¬ 
ping program like Evernote 
Web Clipper or a read-later 
program like Pocket and Dot- 
DotDot. The purpose of these 
programs is to save and ar¬ 
chive job advertisements. 

Once you have job adver¬ 
tisements saved, it will be 
useful to organize them into 
different folders. 

Your system can be or¬ 
ganized by job type, which 
can refer to the industry or 
whether the job is short-term 
contractual or potentially 
long-term. 

If possible, annotate your 
archived clippings. These 
notes to yourself can be a 
great line for the cover letter 
or a reminder to talk to some¬ 
one you know who works in 
the company. 

Keeping notes together 
with the advertisement en¬ 
sures you won’t forget some¬ 
thing that will help you suc¬ 
ceed in finding that dream 
job.

Getting vegetables into 
your diet can be tricky if 
you’re on the go all day. 
But if you take a few simple 
ingredients that you may 
have in your pantry and 
put them together, you will 
be on your way to creating 
healthy and tasty dinners. 

Try to keep veggie sta¬ 
ples like onions, carrots, 
celery and potatoes on hand 
for more than side dishes or 
salads.

His injuiy leaves a void 
in the Jays rotation, which 
had looked to be R.A. Dickey, 
Mark Buehrle, Stroman, Drew 
Hutchison and a pitcher still 
to be determined. 

And it may push the Jays 
into using Aaron Sanchez as 
a starter rather than closer. 
Other starting options are 
Daniel Norris and Marco Es¬ 
trada, who were battling for 
the fifth spot in the rotation. 

“No doubt to lose a guy 
like Stroman is a significant 
loss for us,” Anthopoulos 
said. “But you move forward 
and it’s going to be an oppor¬ 
tunity for some of the other 
guys that are here.” 


Former Cy Young Award 
winner Johan Santana is a 
long shot to be in the mix. He 
is tiying a comeback with the 
Jays, but has yet to prove he 
still has the goods. 

Stroman, a 2012 first- 
round pick, appeared in 26 
games for the Jays last sea¬ 
son. He went 11-6 with a 3.65 
earned-run average and 111 
strikeouts in 130-2/3 innings. 

With six pitches in his 
repertoire including a newly 
minted sinker, Stroman has 
plenty of weapons on the 
mound. 

He was off to a good start 
this spring. Stroman had not 
given up an earned run in 
4-1/3 innings over two pre¬ 
season appearances.

Diesel has long been popular 
in Europe for luxuiy vehicles, 
but while it’s still relatively rare 
in cars here, it’s showing up 
more and more on premium 
SUVs, including the Jeep Grand 
Cherokee EcoDiesel. 

These engines are all about 
torque (in the Grand Chero¬ 
kee’s case, 420 lb.-ft.) delivered 
almost right at the start for 
strong acceleration and solid 
mid-range power. They also 
offer relatively good fuel econ¬ 
omy and long range with fewer 
fill-ups, although most are 
pricier than their gasoline sib¬ 
lings, as is their fuel these days 
as well. 

The Grand Cherokee starts 
at $40,495 for a V6 gas engine, 
for example, and you can also 
get a gas V8. But in an effort 
to compete with the premium 
diesel-powered brands, Jeep is 
only offering the diesel in the 
top-line Overland and Summit 
models, where the engine op¬ 


tion adds as much as $7,145 to 
the price. And while my Over¬ 
land tester was already lux¬ 
uriously equipped with such 
standard features as heated and 
ventilated leather seats, suede- 
style headliner, navigation sys¬ 
tem, and heated power-adjust¬ 
able steering wheel, it also had 
add-on options including a rear- 
seat Blu-Ray entertainment sys¬ 
tem and such electronic safety 
features as adaptive cruise 
control and collision warning, 


which brought it to $68,580. 

That’s a lot of cash, but 
the company has learned a lot 
about interiors over the last few 
years, and I’d put this up against 
any of its premium-brand com¬ 
petitors. The materials are 
top-notch, it’s all extremely 
comfortable, and almost eveiy- 
thing’s easy to use. The one 
misstep is an electronic shifter 
for the eight-speed automatic 
that’s far too fiddly. This would 
be a great place for Chrysler’s

dial-style shifter unit. 

An air suspension lowers for 
easy access or rises for offroad, 
and you can select optimal set¬ 
tings to handle snow, sand, or 
rock, along with four-wheel 
low gearing. 

The ultimate irony is that 
few will actually take such a 
pricey truck into the tough 
stuff, but especially with this 
engine and its low-end power, 
owners will at least know they 
can.

Bolt might get a new name, will be sold 
all over North America 

General Motors has officially confirmed a Reuters news 
agency report that it will build and sell the Chevrolet Bolt 
electric car, with production expected to begin late next 
year, and sales soon after. GM North America president 
Alan Batey confirmed at the Chicago Auto Show in mid-Feb¬ 
ruary that the Bolt would be built at the Orion Assembly 
Plant, 50 kilometres north of Detroit, Mich. First shown in 
Januaiy at the Detroit Auto Show, the Bolt is a batteiy elec¬ 
tric hatchback with a 320-kilometre range. GM CEO Maiy 
Barra pegged its price at $37,500 US, before incentives. The 
production version of the Bolt Concept — a name change 
could be in the offing — will be offered in all 50 states and 
Canada.

The automotive industiy is al¬ 
ways interesting, but lately it’s 
more interesting.

One of the busiest stands at 
this year’s Geneva Motor Show 
is Ford’s, the centerpiece of 
which is the new Ford GT 
supercar. But the company 
has something to offer to meet 
every driver’s needs. 

Like the original 1960s 
GT40, the new GT — making 
its European debut — was 
built to beat Ferrari, and as a 
showcase for the company’s 
capabilities. It uses an environ¬ 
mentally responsible 3.5-lit¬ 
er v6 engine yet, thanks to 
turbocharging, produces over 
600bhp. Built almost entirely 
from carbon fiber and alum¬ 
inum, when it goes on sale for 
€340,000 (roughly $548,742) 
in 2016, production will be 
limited to 250 examples a year 
globally. 

“The GT is the ultimate exe¬ 
cution of an enthusiast super 
car,” said Raj Nair, Ford group 
vice president. But while the 
GT is out of reach for most 
enthusiasts, the new Focus RS, 
which made its global debut 
this week, at roughly one tenth 
of the price, isn’t. Potentially 
the hottest hatch in the com¬ 
pany’s histoiy, it comes with 
over 300bhp and four-wheel 
drive and even has a special 
drift button for cornering like 
a rally star.

It takes many resources to 
build a car, and manufac¬ 
turers are always looking at 
ways to improve the process 
and reduce the amount of 
waste. 

“We use the ‘Three Rs’ 
and add a fourth, which is 
refuse,” says Brad Nichol, as¬ 
sistant manager of produc¬ 
tion control at Toyota Motor 
Manufacturing Canada. 

“If material is of no use 
to us, such as parts we don’t 
need, we refuse them at 
the door. We work with our 
suppliers to find return¬ 
able packaging. Not just 
replacing a cardboard box 
with a tote, but the layers 
that protect the parts have 
to be returned to the sup¬ 
plier, and that’s done a great 
deal in reducing our waste.” 

These returnable items 
now include dunnage, the 
foam or other soft materi¬ 
al that’s used to protect 
smaller parts when they’re 
packed inside boxes. The 
dunnage is returned and 
as much of it as possible is 
used again when the next 
shipment of parts is packed 
for delivery. 

Automotive plants use 
large amounts of power 


and water, but along with 
obvious solutions such as 
more efficient light bulbs, 
companies also look for 
improvements that elimin¬ 
ate issues at the source. For 


example, improved auto 
paint formulas and applica¬ 
tion methods can cut down 
on factory emissions and 
waste overspray, and require 
far less electricity when cur¬ 


ing the finish. 

One of the major goals 
for all automakers is to re¬ 
duce the amount of waste 
they send to landfills, and 
32 of Toyota’s North Amer¬ 


ican facilities now meet the 
definition of a zero-waste 
business, meaning they di¬ 
vert 90 per cent or more of 
all their waste from landfills 
or incineration. 


A resume of reduction 


• Car manufacturers 
strive to meet certifica¬ 
tion by LEED (Leader¬ 
ship in Energy and 
Environmental Design), 
an international rating 
system for cost-effect¬ 
ive “green" buildings. 


• “New car smell” comes 
from toxic substances 
found in glue, plastic, 
textiles and other com¬ 
ponents. Automakers 
are working with sup¬ 
pliers to develop safer 
substitutes. 


Whenever possible, waste 
is diverted directly inside 
the plant, further reducing 
costs by not having to ship 
the material to a recycler. 

“We manufacture plas¬ 
tic bumpers, and if we find 
a defect, we take that re¬ 
jected bumper, send it to a 
grinder, and it becomes raw 
material for the next bump¬ 
er,” Nichol says. “We have 
quality standards to make 
sure (the ground plastic) is 
not contaminated before we 
reuse it.” 

Manufacturers also look 
to their workforce, and pro¬ 
grams include composting 
waste in plant cafeterias, 
colour-coding waste and 
recycling bins so that trash 
can be effectively sorted, 
and offering incentives for 
employees to come up with 
innovative ways to improve 
the plant’s waste reduction 
processes.
